“Bill” Chaffee is home. \ 

The last of the three sons 
in the Ted Chaffee family, 1244 
East Ninth street, has returned 
home from the battiefields. One 
of the sons will never return. 

War for the local family start- 
ed in March, 1942—11 ‘years 
ago—when “Jimmie”, the eldest 
went into service. He was killed 
while fighting in Italy in No- 
vember, 1944. 

“Dan” entered in 1945 and he 
survived injuries and rétirned 
home some months after world 
war No, 2 ended. 

Korea called “Bill” 
Uplander responded. He has 
just returned after 13 months 
overseas, about half of which 
Was spent on the front line.

INDUSTRIES MUST BE “WANTED” IN UPLAND TO GIVE 


BALANCE TO DEVELOPMENT IN CITY OF FUTURE 


A new hope appears for establishment of 
selected industries in Upland through placing 
of additional areas in the manufacturing zone. 

It takes more than land, however to get 
placed here, suitable industries. It takes a 
wholesome attitude and a “desire” on the part 
of all persons concerned to get them. Frank: 
ly, Upland must sincerely want to get indus- 
| tries to obtain them. 

For years and years, Upland has been 
known in some circles as a community that 
did not want industry. Whether this attitude 
had its source in the city hall. among the cit- 
rus growers or elsewhere, the attitude of “no 
industries” prevailed and prospective invest- 
ors went elsewhere. 

Many things are happening in all of the 
southland, including our Upland district. A 
rapid transition is occurring and the “New” 
Upland a few years hence will find thousands 
more houses and far less citrus. One thousand 
persons are locating in California daily—most 
of them in the southland. This great wave of 
population influx is certain to eventually en- 
gulf the local citrus district to the point that e- 
ventually an orange grove will be a rarity. 
Owners of Upland’s better lemon groves may 
survive the bait of the land developers until 
later years. 


Once a rural area of wide-open places, the 
new industrial era of dense population is al- 
most here. It is to the vital interest of all Up- 
landers of today and of the future that indus-

We've learned there is little profit in using 
the help of one form of tyranny to combat an- 
other. It merely shifts the focal point of danger. 
In this instance, the threat to world security 
moved from Berlin to Moscow. We helped it 
move. Of course, we didn’t know it was going 
to turn out that way. Foresight is not one of 
our strong points, 

But after our experience of these eight years 
it is to be hoped that we have become wise 
enough to keep from being duped again. It 
isn't safe to assume that we have.
